„ The octopi of the German and Italian 
central spy organizations have grown tre- 
mendously and their tentacles have extend- 
ed more smoothly. 

Both the Gestapo (the Nazi secret ser- 
vice) and the O. V. R. A. (the Italian Fascist spy 
apparatus) have geared their activity more closely to 
the war preparation reguirements of the Rome-Berlin- 
Tokio axis. 


The O. V. R. A. has added to its usual spy activi- 
ties a terrorist organization, The detention of Tam- 
brini in France as a result of a general spy round-up, 
revealed the following facts from documents found on 
his person: * 

The Italian Vice-Consul at Port Vendres, France, 
near the Spanish border, is the head of that section 
of the O. V. R. A. that co-operates with Franco's 
agents on the Spanish-French border. 

* 


Payment for terrorist deeds in France is made via 
Switzerland, through the Credit Suisse Bank. The 
central headquarters of the Italian Fascist terrorists 
is in Imperia; Italy, between Genoa and Vintimiglia. 
This department of the O. V. R. A. is directed by 
Armando Ruiz and Summo Paradisi. The Spanish 
section is under the direction of Marcet y Vidal. 

The bombs and other explosives used by the Italian 
Fascist terrorists are manufactured by the war indus- 
tries of Vicenza (Italy) and Stuttgart (Germany). 

Tamborini, in addition to the documents found on 
him, confessed that he worked closely with the Italian 
Foreign Minister, Count Galeazzo Ciano, Mussolini's 
son-in-law, and under the direction of the Italian 
general director of police, Stefant. n 

How many Tamborinis there are in France, Britain, 
Brazil, Argentina and the United States, of course, is 
not revealed. 

In the land of the Brown Scourge, the Gestapo, 
desiring to squeeze the last ounce of information out 
of German travelers, has made it imperative for all 
Germans going abroad to fill out a document in which 
the following questions are asked: 

“(1) Where do you want te go? (2) Why de you 
want to go there? (3) Whom do you want to visit? 
(4) Are they relatives? (5) How are they related to 


travel? Exact date and hour. (11) At what stations 
will you stop? (12) What frontiers will you pass? 
(13) When do you return? Date and time.” 

After this questionnaire is filled out, the Gestapo 
gives a sheet to those who receive permission contain- 
ing the following instructions: 


A selected number of these thus instructed are fur- 
ther verbally told to pay particular attention to cer- 
tain military information, 

However weak “and ineffectual the mild condemna- 
tion at Brussels of Japan as the aggressor and treaty- 
violator in China may have been the stand of the 
Social-Democratic governments of Norway, Sweden 
and Denmark in refraining from voting on the ques- 
tion was either cowardly or conciliatory to Hitler Fas- 
cism. 

The responsibility for such a stand rests with the 
Socialist premiers of these Scandinavian countries. 

When Hitler’s troops marched into the Rhineland 
goosestepping over a number of treaties, beginning 
what Hitler expected would be a parade through Cen- 
tral Europe, the Socialist representatives of the League 
of Nations Council was the only one present who re- 
frained from voting on the resolution condemning the 
Nazi war threats. 

Are the Social-Democratic premiers concerned 
about not earning the enmity of the Fascist triple al- 
lance or are they concerned with continuing trade 
with Japan? 

Whatever their reasons their deeds received ap- 
proving smiles in the Tokio Foreign Office. 
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A Few Well-Placed Remarks 


Many a city and state official must have 
flinched from the well-pointed remarks of 
J. Warren Madden, chairman of the National 
Labor Relations Board, made yesterday at 
the conference of 400 mayors in Washington. 

Charging that labor’s rights under the 


‘Wagner Labor Act are being deliberately 


sabotaged through the “connivance of the 

mayor and other officials who are sworn to 

uphold the law,” Chairman Madden said: 
“Mayhem, murderous assault and kidnap- 


ing have been committed with impunity in 


some cities against American citizens whose 
only offense has been that they were union 
organizers.” 

And Chairman Madden might have called 
a few names. There are, to only a few: 
Mayor Frank J. Hague, the tin-pot Hitler of 
Jersey City, N. J., where-eivil liberties and 
the rights of labor are about as important 
as a drop of water in the ocean; Mayor Kelly 
and Police Commissioner Ullman of Chicago, 
who, with “shot gun” Tom Girdler, are re- 
sponsible for the bloody Memorial Day mas- 
sacre, and then whitewashing it. Or Gov. 
Cone of Florida and his lynch officials, who 
winked at the Klan lynching of Joseph Shoe- 
maker, a labor organizer, and then rewarded 
the murderers with freedom at a Klan trial. 

These vicious tie-ups between labor-hating
